a meaſure, have called them Quaternarii, Senarii, and 

Ottonarii, the laſt of which is only to be found among 

comic. writers. Originally this kind of verſe was purt- 

ly Jambic ; as, |

But for the fake of eaſe and variety, they afterwarcs

Or at the end, ſo that there muſt be always an jambus

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Here we may obſerve, firſt, that the ſyllable may be 
wanting as well in the firſt foot as in the laſt, Thus 
thoſe that have trochees in the odd places, and therefore 
called trochaics, are no more than dimeter jambics, that 
want a ſyllable in the firſt foot ; as, non ebur neque au- 
reum. 

And the Verſes of fifteen half Feet, more proper:y cal.

A Poem which has only one kind of Verſe, is called 
Monocolon ; that which has too kinds, Dicolon; and 
that which has three, Tricolon. 

That which conſiſts of two kinds of Verſe, and always 
after two lines returns to the firſt, is called Dicolon Diſ- 
88 ; as when a ſingle Pentameter is alternately pla- 
ced after an Hexameter, which is named Elegiac Verſe ; 
becauſe it was firſt applied to mournful ſubje&s, | 

When a Poem conſiſts of two kinds of Verſe, and af. 
ter three lines returns to the firſt; it is called Dicolon 
Triſtrophon ; when * lines, Dicolon Tetraftro- | 
phon. 

When a Poem conſiſts of three kinds of Verſe, and af- 
ter three lines returns to the firſt, it is called Tricolon 
Tri ſtrophon; but if after four lines, it is called Tricolon 
Tetraſtrophon; as when after two greater Dactylic 
Alcaic Verſes are ſubjoined an Archilochian Jombic, 
and a leſſer Dactylic Alcaic, which is called the Carmen 
H oratianum.— Thus. 1 NC 61

Any one of theſe Parts of a Poem, in which the diffe- 
rent kinds of Verſe are comprehended, when taken by 
itſelf, is called a Strophe, Stanza, or Staff.
